After spending nearly four mil- 
lion dollars/on-their big irrigation 
project south of Gleichen, the South 
ern Alberta‘Land Co. had their first 
fatal’ adcident last Thursday. It was 
one ofthe Baddest and most dis- 
tressing aceidents ever reported in 
this district, 

Jas. letehér, 6f Liverpool, Eng- 
land, was tlie unfortunate, he was a 
young man with considerable ex- 
perience in diving, highly respected 
by all who knew him, and had on- 
ly been working for the company 
a short time. 

Some weeks ago the head-gates of 
the canal, situated about 24 miles 
southwest of Gleichen, were under- 
mined by the swift waters of the 
Bow river, the point being best 
known as ‘‘the Intuke’’ of the 
canal, the company proceeded to 
drive big piles in front of the big 
gates, Fletcher's first duty was to 
dive down and place 4he piles in po- 
sition for driving. This being ac- 
complished, iron sheets were placed 
in front of the dam and driven down 
to stop the flow of water. Day after 
day he went down to see that these 
iron sheets were nnewering their pur- 
pese. On ‘Thursday afternoon he 
spent an hour and a half working 
under watersand after coming to 
the surface decided to go down again 
as he-remein heged having.overlook- 
8d @Pieowor work which would take 
him’a few minutes. He bad scarce- 
ly reachéd the bottom of the “river 
when signalled that he was 
caught. The men above at once 
eudeavored to pull bim out, but in 
vain, He kept on signalling he was 
fast and tapped for a pile to be pul- 
Jed, which was done, By this time 
every man on the work was called 
ready to assist, and. there was not 
one who was not ready to jump in 
to assist Fletcher. Finally Foreman 
Wim. MeGleish, with his wife and 
children and fellow workmen im- 


he 


ploring him not to risk his life,dove 


the information that Fletcher’s foot 
had been sucked in under the iron 
plating and that the waiter was so 


to approach. 

Then Chief Engineer Grace, 
had just arrived from Calgary in his 
auto made for Gleichen, Here he 
telephoned to Bassano for another 
diving suit, with instructions to send 
it by train at any cost. He then 
went back to the dam at full speed 
with the doctor, in case Fletcher 
was brought out, and inimediately 
turned around and cane back to 
meet the train and the diver’s suit. 
In fact his auto made practically 
250 niles without stopping. 

The extra diving suit arriving, 
another attempt ‘was made, and, 
although the diver worked for over 
an hour to extricate Fletcher he was 
foreed to give up his arduous task. 
Then all went to work to build a 
dam around him, | ut after this had 
been done it was still impossible to 
extricate theiman, Meanwhile pump- 
ing air never ceased night nor day, 
nor has it up to the time when the 
last report reached town, although 
there is no longer any doukt of the 
man having perished,

Sunken Chimes in England That Wait | 
For White Oxen 


To this day ths choristers of the 
aathedral at Durham, England, sing | 
the Te Deum upon the tower on the 
eve of Corpus Christi. This is to 


fire on thet night in the year 1420. 
The monks had arisen at midnight 
to pray, when the belfry was set on 
fire by lightning. The flames raged 
all night and until the following noon, 
but the tower was only slightly in- 
jured and the bells were not dam- 
aged in the least. 

Somewhkere beneath the soil of Sus- 
sex there lies a peal of bells, while 
in the church nearby a solitary bell 
Calls to prayer. In the Middle Ages 
it is sald, a certain vallant knight 
wished to present to the church a peal 
of bells that would be of use and per- 
petuate his memory as well; but the 
vessel that brought them careened 
on approaching the harbor, and the 
bells fell out and sank into the mud. 
Thereupon the donor declared: 

Never shall the church have a 
chime until that peal I gave it be 
dragged from the sea by a team of 
four milk-white oxen, 

The oxen seem to have been difmfi- 
cult to obtain; at any 1\e the fact 
remains that to this day the edifice 
to which the pious knight made his 
benefaction has never possessed more 
than @ single bell, 

A spot in Northumberland used to 
be pointed out by very old people as 
a place where a great treasure was 
Finally some curious per: 
sons set to digging, and exhumed the 
remains of a bell, which was identi- 
fied as that formerly belonging to the 
ruined priory nearby, The story 
of the burial is this: A pack of 
Scotch tliieves were searching for the 
priory but it was so situated that it 
was concealed from the gaze of ma- 
rauders by the highlands about it, 
They were exceedingly wroth, and 
marched away iy (@isgust, and the 
monks, to celebrate their deliverance 
from the enemy, rang their beloved 
bell, Unfortunately they were too 
hasty. The bandjts heard the 
sound, retraced their steps and sack- 
ed and burned the priory, It is sup: 
posed that during the conflagration 
the bell fell to the ground ang the 
homeless monks, finding the pleces, 
reverently buried them, 

Henry VIII, looked upon bella as A 
means of adding to his Income, and 
encouraged their destruction, but 1Il- 
fortune attended those who abetted 
him, One nobleman from whom he 
is said to have won a ppal of church 
bells by throwing dice was shortly! 
afterward executed on Tower Hill, And 
a certain Bishop of Bangor, who hav- 
ing sold King Henry the beautiful} 
belle of his cathedral, went to see 
them shipped, and was stricken with 
blindness. —Boton Transcript, 


Some 1912 Forest Fires 


The present season has not. up to 
the present, at any rate, been char 
acterized by many or severe forest 
fires. 

Though a number of forest fires 
were reported from southern British 
Columbia in May, e.g., around Yale, 
little damage was done, the fires be 
ing extinguished by rain, ? 

The fires in the Bulkley valley, in 
northern British Columbia, reported 
during the first week of June, were 
mostly ground fires, The losses 
consisted mostly tn buildings belong- 
ing to settlers. 
despatches of June 8 reported the 
fires were not in themselves serious. 
though a large force of men were 0c- 
cupied in extinguishing them, 

‘The forest fires in the Yukon Terrl- 
tory were finally extinguished by 
heavy rains, though not until hundreds 
of square miles had been burned over 
and thousands of cords of wood piled 
along the river hed been destroyed. 
The Yukon District Counci] has since 
passed an ordinance Increasing the 
penalty for starting forest fires,

HISTORY OF THE 


VALUABLE WESTERN DOCU. 
MENTS PLACED IN ARCHIVES 


Professor Oliver of Saskatchewan 
University, Discovers Imiportant 
Masuscripts, Which Throw Inter. 
esting Light on the Early History of 
the West. 

Ottawa, Ont.—The most valuable 
Canadian historical documents which 
have been discovered for years were 
collected this summer by Prof. Oliver, 
professor of history in Saskatchewan 
university Prof, Oliver, who has 
been working at the archives for the 
government, has succeeded in tecat- 
ing practically all the records of the 
old Assinibola council of Manitoba, 


which was the only government in! leaders are confident that they will} 


the west for years before Manitoba 
‘ntered confederation. Most 
these documents, it was supposed, 
were not in existence. Some of these 
manuscripts were found by Prof. 
Oliver in Manitoba and some in the 
archives at Ottawa. 

Hon. Dr. Roche, secretary of state, 
under whose department the archives 
now falls and who ts taking a keen 
Personal ‘nterest in collecting records 
of Canada’s early history, thinks that 
these munuscripts will proye of ex- 
ceeding value to historians and be- 
lieves that they will throw fresh light 
ou the early history of the west. He 
had a conference in regard to them 
with Dr, Doughty, deputy minister of 
the archives and Prof. Oliver Oliver 
and decid+d to publish the newly found 
documents in blue-book form so they 
will be avallable to all interested in 
Western (Canadian history. 

We have less information I find, 
sald Dr. Roche, in the archives in re- 
gard to the west than any other part 
of Canada. I want to secure all data, 
Jocuments and manuscripts possible 
in regard to the early history of the 
west. «Every year that passes makes 
“it that much harder to secure. How- 
ever, the minister is not confining his 
efforts to the west alone and, with a 
view to ctrengthgning the hands of 
Dr. Doughty in securing original doc- 
uments on Canadian history he has 
enlarged the maauscript commission 
by the addition of the following 
names: Arch-deacon Armitage, Nova 
Scotia; Arcl-deagon Raymond, St. 
John, NB; Hgn. Thos. Chapais, 
Quebec; Prof. Grant Queens univer- 
sity and Sir Ednhind Walker, Ontar- 
jo; Prof Chestee Martin, Manitoba 
university and Rj B, Gosnell, British 
Columbia 

Dr. Roche is Also considering the 
appointment ot commission to go 
through all the {Ottawa departments 
in a search fo. focuments of histor- 
ical interest whfch should be preserv- 
ed in the archpves. At present no 
effort is made fo save or preserve de- 
partmental da#fuments and the depart- 
ments are filled with old files, which 
may hold docyments of almost price- 
less value. 

In Eng and, said the doctor, after a 
certain numler of years all papers go 
automatic.lly to the archieves. 1 
taink it is a good plan and-lawill-lke- 
¥, recommend this system for Can- 
ida.

adequate transportation facilities by 
subsidized steamers and a good de- 
mand for high-class Canadian natural 
and manufactured products. 

The commissioner states that there 
{s a particularly good demand for 
high class dairy cattle to improve New 
Zealand herds, and he asks for a list 
of exporters promising that good bus- 
iness will result. It is pointed out 
that during the year 1910, only 96 
Canadian cattle were imported, most 
For 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1912, 
Canada supplied only $35,000 worth 
of boots and shoes to New Zealand. 

Timber in the island colony is also 
about exhausted and the commissioner 
thinks that a trade in lumber could 
be worked up with British Columbia. 

Last year more than one million 
dollars worth of fron and steel fittings

Text of the Leeson, Luke iv, 16-30, 
Memory Verces, 18, 19—Golden 
Text, John |, 11 (RLV )—Coniment- 


ary Prepared by Rev. D. M, 
Stearns. 


According tu the harmonies of tha 
gospels, this iesson takes us back in 
the story a long distance, back to a 
Ume before the Sermon on the Mount, 
fo a tim® soon after the first miracle 
at Canaa, and the meeting with the 
woman 0 Samuria, according to Matt. 
xilf, 64-58; Mark vi, 1-6, He did 
revisit Nazareth after the events in 
last week's lesson and taught in the 
Synagogue but could do no mighty 
work except healing a few sick folk, 
because of their unbelief, They were 
astonished at His wisdom, but they 
were offe.ded at Him and sald: 
‘Whene* hath this man all these 
things? Is not this the Carpenter, 
the Son of Mary, the brother of 
James and Joses and “of Juda and 
Simon, and are not his sisters here 
with us? He only replied, “A pro- 
phet is pet without honor but in his 
awn country and among his own kin 
and in his own house.” Because 
He said something similar in our 
lesson for today some one must have 
thought the incidents the same, and 
the more perhaps, because Luke only 
records this, and only Matthew and 
Mark the other, The incident of 
this lesson occurred very early in Hig 
mifiistry, while that was much later 
and was probably His last visit to 
Nazareth Turning to this lesson 
We note that it was His custom to go 
to the synagogue on the Sabbath and 
it could not have been for the ben- 
efit received from any discourse 
there, but there was always a por- 
ton read frem the law, the prophets 
and the psalms. and that could not 
but be p ofitable to a truly devout ~ 
mind, Forsaking the assembling to- 
gether {s one of the common and in- 
creasing sins of our day, disobeying 
Heb. x. 26, There is a great for- 
saking of the house of God and dis- 
pising of His word, but. all things 
hasten to the consummation and the 
kingdom «hall be the Lord’s, 

On this particular Sabbath He was 
asked to read, and there was given 
Him the roll 6r book of the prophet 
Isaiah, Finding the place known 
to us as chapter Ixi, He yaad just a 
few sen.ences and closed the book 
or roll and gave {° again to the min- 
ister and sat down, With what ex- 
pression He must have read! It 
was surely according to Neh. vill, & 
He read distinctly and gave the 
sense, aud now, having taken His 
seat, He was about to cause them to 
hear. Hu was about to cause them 
to understand the reading. We de 
not wonder that the eyes of all in the 
synagogue were fastencd on Him 
(verse 20), for if this was His first 
Aeading it was the first time they had 
ever heard the Son of God read trom 
His own book. | How wonderful and 
w Tie Words He uitered: 
This day is this Scripture fulfilled 
in your +ars!" (21), For a literal 
fulfillment of each sentence that He 
read see Luke vvil, 22; vil, 12; vill, 
42; Ix. 39; xiii, 16; John ix. It was 
so through all His ministry. An- 
ointed with the Holy Ghost and with 
power, He went about doing good and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil, for God was with Him (Acts x, 
38). They could not but wonder at 
his gracious words, and yet they 
could not forget that He was their 
own townsman, who had been brought 
up in their midst, whom they had 
seen and known day by day for near- 
ly thirty years. Had He not made 
and mended their plows and yokes 
many atime? What could He mean 
by His reference of that Scripture to 
Himself? Whom did He think Him- 
self to be? Truly they knew Him 
not, but, oh, if they had only had 
believed His word and inquired ot 
Him more fully and meekly, how 
grand it might have been for them! 
What a heartache (as we would say) 
Israel always gave him, drawing 
from Him such words as : “Oh that 
they were wise, that they understood 
that they would consider! “Tf thou 
hadst known!" How often would 
I—and y> would not\ Israel would 
none of me, (Deut. xxxil, 29; Luke 
xix, 42; Matt. xxili, 37; Ps. Ixxxi, 1) 
how patient and long suffering he 
has been! But there is a limit, and 
80 they have been scattered now 
these many centuries, and He has 
been keeping silence, bearing with 
His church and the nations and the 
devil, but there was a sentence in 
Isaiah which He did not read that 
day at Nazareth, He stopped just 
as He came to it and shut the book. 

We are still living in the acceptable 
year of ‘ae Lord, and still waiting for 
the day of vengeance of our God 
upon His enemies and the time to 
comfort all who mourn in Zion (Isa. 
Ixi, 2, 3; Ixili, 4). See Ps. 1, 1-3; 
Isa. Ixvi, 15.16. They seem to have 
been offerded not only at His saying 
but also because He did not in their 
town some of the mighty works He 
| had done at Capernaum. He remind- 
led them that in the days of Elijah 
and Elisha it was not a widow or a 
leper in Israel who was in a special 
manner helped, but a widow of Sidon 
and a leper from Syria, although at 
that time there were many widows 
land lepers in Israel, It seems 
strange that when people of their 
own will cut themselves off from 
blessings they grow angry because 
they are not blessed. But such ta 
the perversity of the carnal mind, 
which is enmity against God. Those 
words about Elijah and Elisha filled 
them with wrath, and they would 
have killed Him had He not slipped 
away from them,
